Washington, Aug 17.—War prof- 


iteers in 1917 were most numerous 
in businesses devoted to food pro- 
duction and distribution, cotton and 
woolen manufacturing and dealing, 
coal mining, "Iron and copper, alum- 
inum and other metal production 
end oil production and distribution, 
according to a treasury analysis of 
income tax returns. 


In addition thousands of small 


concerns in a great variety of in- 
dustrial and commercial classifica- 
tions made profits ranging from 100 
to 300 per cent above their normal 
profits for pre-war years which'even 
then were considered high. 


Detailed information on the ex- 


tent of war profiteering has been 
given congress recently in compli- 
ance with a resolution requesting it 
and the federal trade commission ib 
understood to have obtained consid- 
eiable information from the income 
reports in preparation of its criti- 
cism of the meat packing industry. 


In citing certain industry or com- 


merce classifications as containing 
the largest percentage of profiteers, 
the treasury has made it clear that 
not all individual businesses in this 
group have 
gathered 
in swollen 


earnings. 


This is true particularly of coal 


operators, 
some 
of 
whom made 


enormous profits, often several hun- 
dred per cent; higher than good 
earnings of former years, while oth-.. 
ers made barely enough to pay just- 
iled dividends. 


•> With few exceptions manufactur- 


" ers of clothing and shoes reported 
big profits. 
This was true of most 


concerns holding government con- 
tracts, many of which were let early 
in the war when the government felt 
to stimulate production of the vast 
quantities of supplies needed by the 
army. 
Scores 
of income repoits 


from suits, shirt, underclothing and 
shoe manufacturers showed earn- 
ings of from 30 to 100 per cent in 
invested capital. 


Lumber production stimulated by 


the 
sndden 
enormous 
demand 


from cantonments and other govern- 
ment operations netted forest and 
sawmill'owners as well as distribu- 
tors profits several times above those 
of normal years. 


Oil-producers made enormous prof- 


its wntch they claimed justified by 
the rapid depreciation of properties 
and the extra financial hazard of 
their business. 


Despite high cost of labor and 


other factors entering into mining 
the treasury analysis shows that very 
few iron, copper or aluminum mines 
failed to make tremendous profits 
for their owners under the govern- 
ment policy of stimulating produc- 
tion. Producers of silver, gold, plat- 
inum and other precious metals prof- 
ited to a lesser extent. Automobile 
and motor truck manufacturing was 
highly profitable, although income 
returns show that earnings of differ- 
ent plants were far from uniform, 
some making as high as 50 per cent 
on investments, and others less than 
10 per cent. 


Meat-packers, flour miller s and 


canncrs apparently stood at the top 
of the list of food profit-takers, ac- 
cordins to income returns. Farmers 
also made money heavily last year, 
but not enough of their returns have 
been analyzed to justify a general

GERMANY MAKES. 


CONCESSIONS TO 


AUSTRIA FOR HELP 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


London. Aug. 17.—Germany has 


made concessions to Austria on the 
Polish question in consequence of 
the strong stand taken by Emperor 
Charles and the Austro-HunKarian 
government, according to informa- 
tion received by the correspondent 
of the Daily Mail at The Hague to 
which the Mail gives much promi- 
nence. 


It is possible there will be no per- 


sonal union of the crowns of Poland 
and Austria but the king of Poland 
is certain lo be an Austrian arch- 
duke, says the correspondent, who 
adds that the discussion at Geiman 
main headquarters had the follow- 
ing basis: 


The Germans demanded that Aus- 


tria send lo the western front from 
ten to fifteen divisions of picked 
troops, confining Ihemselves to Ihe 
defensive on the Italian front. 


Emperor Charles and his advisers 


make the counter demands thai Ger- 
many make further declarations re- 
garding Belgium, guaranteeing eva- 
cuation, restoration and an indem- 
nity, make a powerful movement in 
the direction of peace and that the 
Polish question be solved in a man- 
ner favorable to Austrian wishes.

Winchester, Mass. 


Senator Jacob Harold Gallinger 


was the oldest member of the United 
States Senate both in yeais and in

Ever since 1891 


ihc had been a conspicuous ligure in 
the Senate, taking not only a lead- 
ing part in it.s discussions, but rank- 
ing as a dominating figure in its 
leadership and in the counsels of 
the Republican party. 
As minority 


leader the Senator had been active 
until quite recently, despite his ad- 
vancing years 


Born on a farm at Cornwall, On- 


tario^ eighty-one yeais 
ago, 
he 


crossed the border to the United 
States early In life. He was a print- 
er first, then studied medicine and 
practiced as a physician and surgeon 
for twenty-three years 
In 1872 he 


entered the New Hampshire House 
of Representatives, beginning polit- 
ical activities that continued to the 
end of his life.' 


Gallinger 
made 
the

speech for Benjamin Harrison for 
President in the National Republi- 
can convention of 1888 and fequent- 
ly was a New Hampshire delegate 
to the National conventions. A mil- 
itary title he bore in the .early days 
when he was Surgeon General of the 
New Hampshire National Guard— 
Brigadier 
General—was 
forgotten 


during 
his 
Washington 
career, 


where he was pioud of the title of 


Doctor." He served in the House in 


the 49th and 50th Congresses. 


During his continuous service of 


27 years in the Senate, he had been 
active on the committees dealing 
with finance, appropriations, rules 
and government of the District of 
Columbia . He fought long for his 
ocean mail subsidy bill to build up 
the American merchant marine, and 
it passed the Senate only to fail in 
the House 
He was the republican 


nominee for President pro tern of 
the Senate in 1911 
Two months 


later, when his son Ralph Gallinger, 
was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent, he suffered so greatly from 
depression that hia' friends were an- 
xious over his condition £pr a, long 
time 


During the war, Senator Gallin- 


ger has stood with the President on 
national defense measures 
He had

SO GERMANY MAY 


KNOW HER POWER 


(ASSOCIATED PHCSS TELEGRAM! 


London, Friday, Aug. 16.—Ameri- 


can aid in the war was given high 
praise by Viscount Northcliffe today 
in welcoming representatives of the 
overseas press and other distinguish- 
ed guests to a reception at the Times 
ofiice.

Lord Northcliffe explained that he 


dilated on American efforts because 
through the Times his words would 
reach Germany and because "I think 
it wise that they as well as ourselves 
should know what lies in the womb 
of the future in regard to the United 
States." 
He told ot America's ef- 


forts on sea and land, in transport 
shipbuilding, 
manufacture 
of 
air- 


planes, food-production, and other 
things. 
He estimated that America 


would produce 10,000 Liberty mo- 
tors monthly and that its other war 
efforts are on a similar huge scale. 


American is fighting a public war 


and not a secret war, Lord North- 
cliffe said, in discussing the censor- 
ship. He added: 


"Their government is frank with 


them about the war and I think that 
has had a great deal to do with the 
acceleration of shipbuilding to an ex- 
tent I had believed almost impossi- 
ble." 


Lord Northcliffe complained that 


the British censorship had kept hid- 
den the best efforts of the British 
nation and its allies. He contrasted 
British and American methods with 
regard to casualties, 
adding that 


British casualties last year in killed, 
wounded and missing were 800,000. 


After 
denouncing the 
pacifists, 


Lord Northcliffe concluded: 


"The right place to make peace 


and where I believe peace will be 
made is in Berlin or Potsdam."
